of  Cleethorpes. 

Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough,  and  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  during  the  year  1955.  This  has  been  prepared  m accordance 
with  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  number  of  births  registed  was  455  compared  with  484  in 
1954,  the  rates  being  respectively  14.98  and  15.97  per  1 ,000  of  the 
population.  The  Registrar  General  has  supplied  an  area  comparability 
factor  for  births,  which  allows  for  the  differing  age  and  sex  distributions  of 
the  population  in  different  areas,  to  enable  a more  accurate  comparison  to 
be  made  between  the  birth  rate  for  the  Borough  of  Cleethorpes  and  that 
for  England  an  d Wales. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  Borough  for  1955  when  adjusted  by  the 
comparability  factor  is  reduced  from  1 4.98  to  1 4.83  per  1 ,000.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  I 5. 

In  1955  there  was  a decrease  of  69  in  the  number  of  deaths 
compared  with  1954,  the  crude  death  rates  being  respectively  10.3  and 
1 2.6  per  1 ,000  of  the  population. 

The  death  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  I 1.7  per  1,000  of 
the  population  in  1955  and  I 1.3  in  1954. 

The  death  rate  for  the  Borough  for  1955  when  adjusted  by  the 
area  comparability  factor,  is  reduced  from  10.3  to  10.09. 

Thei  e were  14  infant  deaths,  5 fewer  than  in  1954  and  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  30.77.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
24.9.  Eight  of  the  infant  deaths  occurred  within  four  weeks  of  birth. 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  being  due  to 
maternal  causes. 

36  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  (31  pulmonary,  5 non-pulmonary) 
were  notified  in  1955,  and  there  were  3 deaths  from  the  disease.  In  1954 
there  were  46  new  cases  and  6 deaths. 

Cancer  accounted  for  50  deaths  during  the  year,  a decrease  of  23 
on  the  cancer  deaths  in  1954. 

Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  increased  from  201  cases  in 
1954  to  1017  in  1 955,  the  increase  being  due  to  Measles  (762  cases)  and 
Whooping  Cough  (182  cases).  There  was  one  death  from  Whooping 
Cough  and  ten  from  pneumonia. 

Although  the  Borough  was  again  free  from  Diphtheria  during  the 
year  immunisation  of  the  infant  population  did  not  reach  an  adequate  level. 
Parents  are  strongly  urged  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  to 
secure  protection  for  their  children  against  this  disease. 
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The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff  have  carried  out  the 
Inspection  and  supervision  of  food,  and  in  the  year  under  review  good 
progress  was  made,  the  shop  keepers  being  co-operative  in  their  efforts  to 
maintain  satisfactory  standards  of  hygiene  in  food  premises. 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  compliment  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr,  H,  Brant,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  on  their 
conscientious  work  during  the  year. 

I also  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  keen  interest  taken  in 
the  health  of  the  Borough  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee.

Bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  samples  from  the  source 
of  supply  are  carried  out  monthly  and  results  of  these  examinations  are 
supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Samples  are  also  taken  periodically  by  the  Health  Department  from 
the  supply  as  delivered  to  the  public  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.

The  Lindsey  County  Council,  being  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
for  this  area,  issued  one  licence  during  the  year  for  the  pasteurisation 
of  milk  in  the  Borough  of  Cleethorpes. 

Eighty  five  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  and  sixty  seven  samples  of 
tuberculin  tested  (pasteurised)  milk  were  taken  by  the  County  Authority 
during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Of  three  samples  of  milk  taken  for  biological  examination  one  was  found 
positive  for  tuberculosis.  Following  clinical  examination  of  the  suspected 
herd  by  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  a cow  was  removed  from  the  herd  and  slaughtered 
and  on  post  mortem  examination  was  found  to  have  advanced  tuberculosis 
of  the  udder. 

Ice  Cream. 

Careful  supervision  and  control  over  conditions  of  manufactuie  and 
sale  of  ice  cream  were  maintained  during  the  year. 

Two-hundred-and-ninety  one  inspections  were  carried  out  upon  the 
premises  used  for  manufacture  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  or  for  the  sale, 
or  the  storage  of  Ice  Cream  intended  for  sale,  and  such  premises  were 
generally  found  to  be  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Thirty  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  under  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  (Special  Designation  1947). 

The  results  were  as  follows  : —

This  Committee  renders  valuable  service  in  the  after-care  of  cases 
of  Tuberculosis.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  necessitous  cases  and  their 
families,  assistance  being  given  in  obtaining  extra  nourishment,  clothing, 
etc.,  and  in  the  form  of  holiday  grants. 

An  Occupational  Centre  w’lth  a Workshop  in  St.  Hugh’s  Avenue, 
is  maintained  by  the  Committee  and  provides  a means  to  utilise  the  lessened 
working  capabilities  of  selected  cases. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council,  under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  operate  a Domestic  Help  Service  within  the  County  and, 
as  far  as  possible,  having  regard  to  the  availability  of  domestic  helpers, 
make  domestic  help  available  where  they  consider  such  help  is  required, 
in  the  following  types  of  cases  : 

(1)  Where  there  is  illness  in  the  household. 

(2)  For  expectant  mothers  and  maternity  cases  during  the  lying  in 

period. 

(3)  Where  there  is  a mental  defective  in  the  household.

The  weather  conditions  prevailing  during  1 955,  although  ^nerally 
very  similar  to  those  of  1954,  provided  three  major  differences  1 he  first 
being  an  all  round  increase  in  the  monthly  average  maximum  and  minimum 
temperatures,  especially  the  high  temperatures  in  July,  August  and 
September,  The  second  a decrease  m the  annual  rainfall  caused  mainly 
by  a dry  period  between  1st  July  to  the  31st  November.  Thirdly  the 
sunshine  was  well  above  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  amount  of  rain  for  the  year  was  below  the  average  yearly  fall 
and  much  less  than  in  1954. 


SUNSHINE. 

A total  of  1 538.3  hours  of  bright  sunshine  were  recorded  between 
1 St  January  and  3 1 st  December,  1 955.  This  is  355.5  hours  more  than  in 
the  previous  year,  but  21.6  hours  below  the  average  yearly  total.  This 
deficit  IS  due  mainly  to  the  low  total  of  39.2  hours  in  November. 

This  total  of  1 538.3  hours  gives  a daily  average  of  4.2  hours  as 
compared  with  3.2  hours  in  the  previous  year. 

July  with  a total  of  225.4  hours  of  sunshine  was  the  sunniest  month 
of  the  year,  whilst  the  November  total  of  only  39.2  hours  was  the  lowest 
sunshine  for  the  year. 

The  maximum  amount  of  sunshine  recorded  in  one  day  was  14.4 
hours  on  the  2nd  June,  1955.  This  is  1.3  hours  below  the  maximum 
amount  of  sunshine  ever  recorded  at  this  Station,  which  was  1 5.7  hours  on 
the  17th  June,  1932. 

RAINFALL. 

21.31  inches  of  rainfall  were  recorded  during  the  year.  This  is  a 
decrease  of  5.86  inches  from  1954,  and  a decrease  of  2.49  inches  over  the 
average  of  23  .80  inches  taken  over  the  last  30  years. 

There  were  three  periods  during  the  year  of  more  than  7 days  on 
which  no  rainfall  was  recorded,  these  periods  were  7 days  from  the  23rd 
February  to  1 st  March  (inclusive),  1 4 days  from  the  14th  to  the  28th  July 
(inclusive),  and  8 days  from  the  24th  September  to  1 st  October  (inclusive). 

The  driest  month  of  the  year  was  July  with  0.43  inches  of  rain 
falling  on  6 days,  and  the  wettest  month  was  May,  with  3.19  inches  of  rain 
which  was  distributed  over  a period  of  1 6 days. 

The  greatest  rainfall  in  any  one  day  was  1 .69  inches  on  the  1 7th  May, 
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TEMPERATURE  OF  THE  AIR. 

The  average  maximum  shade  temperatue  of  3 1 .4°  F.  for  February  was 
the  lowest  monthly  average  for  the  year,  whilst  the  average  maximum 
temperature  of  70  F.  in  August  was  the  highest  maximum  shade 
temperature. 

The  lowest  air  temperature  recorded  during  the  year  was  21°  F.  on 
on  the  17th  January  and  the  18th  and  28th  February. 

The  highest  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  same  period  was 
80°  F on  the  1 6th  and  19th  August,  1955. 

The  lowest  ground  minimum  temperature  was  18°  F.  on  the  17th 
January,  1955. 

RELATIVE  flUMIDlTY

The  Cleethorpes  Meteorological  Station,  No.  2574,  is  officially 
recognised  by  the  Air  Ministry  Meteorological  Office  as  an  Auxiliary 
Climatological  Station,  and  a First  Class  Health  Resort  Station. 

Nightly  reports,  in  the  form  of  a Weather  Telegram  were  dis- 
patched to  the  Air  Ministry  every  night  of  the  year. 

An  official  inspection  of  the  Station  was  carried  out  on  the  1 9th 
October,  1955,  by  the  Air  Ministry’s  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  H Brazall,  who 
was  generally  favourably  impressed  with  the  Station. 

A Certilicate  dated  20th  December,  1955,  was  received  from  the 
Air  Ministry  stating  that  the  Station  has  been  reported  satisfactory  and 
that  all  the  instruments  in  use  had  been  examined  and  approved. 

The  Station  is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  Mr.  Alan  B.  Cooper  (A.M.  Inst.  C.E.)  and  the  Observers 
during  1955  was  D.  Gresswell,  and  A.  Barnsley  (Surveyor’s  Department).
